This  feeder  is  designed  to  be  filled  with  a  self-un- 
loading wagon  or  truck.  A  lightweight  metal  roof 
protects  the  concrete  manger  and  platform  from  sun 
and  rain.  The  wood  framing  is  supported  by  pressure- 
treated  poles  or  square  posts,  spaced  10  feet  center  to 
center  lengthwise  of  the  platform. 

This  sturdy  structure  will  withstand  snow  loads  of  25 
pounds  per  square  foot  and  winds  of  88  miles  per  hour. 


Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  Extension  agricultural 
engineer  at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is 
usually  a  small  charge.
